TERRITORIAL SOVEREIGNTY NON-

Sir, there is no such principle, The ter- 
ritories are the children of the States; they 
are minors under 21 years of age, and it is 
the business of the States, through their 
delegations in Congress, to take care of| 
these minors until they are of age, aud until 
ripe for State government; then give them 
that government and admit them oan equal- 
ity with their fathers. That is the law and 
sense of the case, and has been so acknow- 
ledged since the first ordinance in 1787, by 
all authorities, Federal and State Legisla- 
tive, Judicial, Executive. The States, in 
Congress, are the guardians of territories, 
and are bound to exercise the guardianship, 
and cannot abdicate it without a breach of 
trust and a dereliction of duty. Tervitorial 
sovereignly is a monstrosity born of timidity 
dnd ambition, hatched into existence in the 
Hot incubation ofa Presidential canvass, 
atid revolting to the beholders when first pres~ 
ented. 

Well do I remeniber that day when it was 
firet shown inthe Senate, Mark Antony 
did not better remember the day when Cw- 
sar first puton that mantle through which 
he was afterwards pierced with three-and- 
twenty “envious siabs.” It was inthe Sen- 
ale in 1848 and was received as nonsense 
—as the essence of nonsense—as the quin- 
tessence of nonsense—as the five-timnes 
distilled essence of political nonsensical- 
ity. 

THE STUMP SPEECH IN THE BILL 


Why, eir, the territory itself is the proper- 
ly of the States, and they do what they 
please with it—permit itto be settled or not, 
as they please; cut it up by lines, as they 


please; cell it, or giveiteday, as they please: 
cuase while people from tt, as they please 


After this farrago—this olla-podrida —comes 
a little stump speech, injected inthe belly of 
the bill, and which must havea prodigious 
effect when recited in thé prairies, and out 
towards the frontiers, and up towards the 
heads of the creeks. (‘‘Laughter and sen- 
sation,’’) Ewillread it, dnd I hope without 
fatigue fo the House; for it is both brief and 
beautiful, and runs thus: 

“Tt being the true intent and meaning of 
this act nor to legislate slavery into any State 
or territory, nor to exclude it therefrom; but 
to leave the people thereof perfectly free to 
form and regulate their domestic institutions 
in their own way, subject only tu the con- 
stitution of the United States,”’ 

This is the speech, and a pretty fittle thing 
itself and very proper to be spoken froma 
stump inthe prairie. It har intent, anda 
true intent, which is neither to legislate sla- 
very tuto orout ofa State or éerritory. 
Then why legislate at all? Why all this 
disturbance if no effort is produced, and 
things to remain just as they were? Let 
well enough alone, wasthe old doctrine: of 
progress; and that in sqite of the Italian ep- 
itaph, which says: “I was well, and would 
be better, took physic, and here [ am.”’— 
But the States must be greatly delighted at 
the politeness and forbearanse ofthis bill, It 
puts States and territories» upon precise e- 
quality with respect to the power of Congress 
over them, Congress does not mean to put 
slavery in or out of any Stato or territory. 
‘To all that polite abnegation Lhave to say 


erérogation of modesty and humanity, as 
Congress happens to have no power to put 


legislate upon slavery interritories—and this 
bill asserts the whole three of them, and 
beautifully illustrates the whole three, by 
knocking Gach one on the head with the 
other, and trampling each underfoot in its 
turn, Sir, the bill does deny squatter sov- 
ereigaty, and it does intervene, and it does 
legislate upon slavery io territoties; and for 
the proof of that, see the bill, and see it, as 
the Jawyors say, ‘‘passim’’—that is to say, 
here and thore, and everywhere. It isa 
bill of assumptions and contradictions—as- 
suming what is uufounded and contradicting 


what it assumes, atid balancing every affirm- 
aulon vy » negation. IH is a see-saw’ bitt, 


but not the innocent see-saw which children 
play on, which isa plank stuck through e 
fence, but the up and down game of politi- 
cians, played at the expense of the peace and 
harmony of the Union, dnd to the sacrifice of 
all business in Congréss. It is an amphi- 
bological bill, stuffed with monstrosities, 
hobbled with contradictions, and Badgered 
with a proviso, [Laughter.|

some plants, liking a deep, rich soil, with | 


little sun—others its fell glow—while many 
sorts want a poor, or a peculiar coil, with the 
same circumstances of light and heat. 
this you must learn {vom books or experience 
But che natural habits of the family of plants 
will usually be your best guide in cultivating 
varielies new to you. 
In laying out a fiower yarder, some TASTE 
issnecessary, or much ofits effect will be 
lost. We dislike engles and squares in a 
flower garden. ‘Ve would not, If we could 
avoid it, have a single straight line—(so 
beautiful and proper in field culture and the 
kitchen garden)—except on the extreme 
verges of the flower garden. The entire in- 
terior should be in winding walks, and curved 
borders, or beds of a natural outline. This 
style is much the most pleasing to the eye, 
and most in accordance with modern taste. 
Let yonr walke be broad enongh fora lady 
to puss, without brushing your plants with 
her dress. Lot them be gravelled if con- 
venient; and onlv in grass, when your flower 
beds are cul out of your Lawn-ip ouropinion, 
often the most desirable ofall. Border your 
walks, or edge vour beds, with low, dense 
growing plants—evergreens, when prac- 
tierh!> In the cardeninf Pealeatar Firtla 4 
we saw some very neat borders.—fresh and 
green during the heat of summer,—and 
nearly equally soin winter. The plant used 
wasthe Periwinkle, or Evergreen Myrtle 
¢ Vinca minor ) kept in form by frequent clip- 
ping. Its great excellence for this climate, 
is in its ability to withstand heat and drouth, 
in which that pretty. edging plant-the Box 
—-is deficient. Some of the Pinks make 
a pretty border, especially in winter——but for 
all seasons small plants of Yucca are very 
rich in evergreen foliage, but their Jower 
spike, though glorious indwed, is too tall fon 
the borders of beds. A plant, aative near 
Chicago—the Polemonium rzptans-—makoz 
un exquisie «pring border—being one of the 
earliest and moet deticate and gracefal'in fo- 
liage. But, enfortoneteiy, it does not hold 
iis besuties far into summer. 

A little experience, und some tz-te, will 
soon point vat the most proper edging plavts, 
—and the same will guide the smateur in 
auother great essential—tie rosirion of va- 
rious plants, in regard tohe'pht, &e; acd the 
BLENDING OF CoLoRS im the Rowers. Por 
this, sludy nature, ifyoubave hadno lessons 
inthe art. See! ner tallest and atiTest trees 
are notin the fore-ground, Sue ies no violent 
and repulsive contrasts in the coloring of her 
flowers! Let yours harmonize like hers, and 
you will show more artistic aslil} than we, 
who give the precept, can boast of having at- 
tained. 

And now, we donot say to yuu as before, 
etrive not for variely—tor great veriety is de- 
sirable, and easily attainable atlitileextra ex- 
pense—or jf you cannot afford # sufficiency 
of perennials--annual plants will finish your 
pictuse to great advantage, until such time 
as you shall be enabled: to fill most of your 
beds and borders, with specimens of the thou- 
sands of hardy shrubs, and choice pormanent 
plants to be found at emal! cost in almost 
every nursery establishment, East and West, 
throughout the Union. 


Planting Smali Potatoes, 


Ws, have given no little aweauon to iis 
subject for many years, and have settled the 
matter conclusively inour own minds, that 
itdoes not pay to plant small seed, For fif- 
teen years. we planted the same nameless 
variety, on the same soil, and’ a! the end of 
that time, found uo deterioration in the qual- 
ity or yield, but rather an improvement. We 
have invariably thrown out from our seed al] 
potatoes less ia size than ahea’s egg, and 
also rejected those overgrown, pithy, or ir- 
regular shaped. 

Insome favorable seasons, and on partic: 
ular soil, those purchasing and’ planting the 
amall potntoes which we have rejected, have 
raised crops equal to or more prolific than 
ourown ; but one year with another, we 
have averaged thirty to fifty per cent, better 
crops of good potatoes thaa our small potato
